The Pacific War ended on August 15, 1945. It was, indeed, the longest day 
in the history of Japan. 

Pursuant to a ministerial council held on August 10 it was decided to accept 
the Potsdam Declaration demanding japan’s surrender, on the sole condition that 
the Emperor would remain on the throne. But on receipt of the Allied reply of 
August 12, Minister of War General Anami and other high-ranking officers de- 
cided to reject the Declaration and continue the war. And so it was necessary to 
again consult the Emperor. 

Meanwhile, a group of young officers submitted to the Ministry of War a 
project designed to isolate the “pacifists” from the Emperor and to proclaim 
martial law in Tokyo. In the Imperial meeting of the 14th, however, the Emperor 
declared that whatever might happen to him lie could no longer bear to watch 
the further sufferings of his people. 

The acceptance of the Potsdam Declaration decided upon, it was agreed to 
broadcast the message on the following day. This brought about a desperate 
final attempt by the young officers. The commander of the Imperial Guards was 
murdered, and the rebel forces swiftly occupied the palace in an attempt to prevent 
transmission of the speech. But units of General Tanaka’s Eastern Army sur- 
pressed the rebellion and General Anami commitcd suicide. And the Emperor’s 
message was broadcast to the millions who listened with mixed emotions as the fate 
of their nation was concluded.
